1 his,  fir,  is  an  extraordinary  para- 
graph. But  the  mild  and  forbearing 
fpirit  of  the  gofpel  and  the  example  of 
its  benevolent  author  forbid  me  to  ufe 
the  language,  here,  which  to  many,  it 
may  Item  to  merit.

Mifs  M’Dowell  is  the  daughter  and 
only  child  of  Dr.  John  M’Dowell,  who 
about  three  years  fince,  removed  from 
Montreal  to  Kentucky,  where  he  had 
purchafed  an  ellate.  He  left  his  daugh- 
ter to  refide  with  an  aged  aufit  who  has 
fince  died  and  left  her  niece  heir  to  a 
confiderable  property.  Upon  the  a-.,  h 
of  her  aunt,  the  young  lady  expreflcd 
to  her  father  a wilh  to  emove  and  re- 
fide with  her  parents  til  Kentucky.  Ac- 
cordingly he  lent  a man  w]jo  had  been 
brought  up  from  infancy  in  his  family, 
and  in  whofe  fidelity  and  honor  he  had 
the  mofl  implicit  confidence  to  condudl 
her  home.  She  proceeded  with  him 
from  Montreal,  and  arrived  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  Williamfport  on  Monday 
evening,  the  21ft  of  March  inllant. 
During  the  day,  the  villain  had  taker, 
pains  to  avoid  obfervation  as  much  as 
poffible,  by  leaving  the  public  road  and 
pailjng  through  obfeure  and  unfrequent- 
ed paths.  They  continued  to  travel  till 
about  ten  o’clock  in  the  evening,  when 
he  fuddcnly  difnounted,  dragged  the 
lady  from  her  horfe,  and  prefenting  a pif- 
tol  to  her  breafl,  demanded  her  money, 
and  threatened  to  murder  her  if  (he  at- 
tempted to  give  an  alarm.  She  implored 
his  mercy,  offering  him  all  fhe  poffeffed 
upon  the  condition  of  fparing  her  life. 
At  that  inllant  he  tore  off  her  bonnet, 
and  gagged  her  mouth  to  prevent  her 
from  fpeaking.  He  then  proceeded  to 
if  rip  her  of  every  article  of  clothing  and 
tying  her  hands  behind  her,  made  her 
fad  to  a ti«  while  he  packed  up  her 
apparel  in  the  faddle  bags.  Having 
done  this  he  removed  her  to  a more  dif- 
taDt  part  of  the  woods,  and  tying  her 
fad  to  a tree  in  a clofe  thicket,  made  off 
with  the  horfes  and  all  the  property  that 
■ihe  had  with  her. 

In  this  deplorable  fituation  fhe  re- 
mained entirely  naked,  expofed  to  the
